who purchases them all. A very hand- 
some button is madeof pearl. Itis about 
an inch in diameter. On the pearl back- 
ground is laid a horse shoe made of fine 
stee) points. These points glitter in the 
light like silver and the effect is very 
pretty. 

Another st¥le is of oxidized silver. This 
button is a very large one and is made in 
many designs. It is all of open work 
similar to fret work and almost any pat- 
tern one wants can be found. For the 


horses trotting, saddle horses and horses 
engaged in many ways. The lady whois 
fond of aquatics can have yachts sailing, 
yachts racing or at anchor, row boats and 
racing shells. Every kind of sport is re- 
presented in these buttons, baseball, 
cricket, polo, athletics, tennis. Then 
some are represented with pretty land- 
scapes, and some have engravings of 
places of interest, for instance, the Brook- 
lyn Bridge; Notre Dame Cathedral, Paris; 
St. Paul’s, London; The Towerof London, 
Houses of Parliament and other famous 
places... These buttons are worth $12 a 
dozen. 

“I’m just in love with this bntton,” 
said a young lady recently. ‘“‘To look at 
it is just as good tome as to read a love 
story.”’ The button is madeof oxidized 
silyer and is convex.

After these had had a 
good run smaller buttons were made, and 
those made from lava were very popular. 
At the same time huge pearl buttons had 
a very large sale. Then there were nickel 
buttons dedorated with designs of stars. 
Then came the green glass and brass but- 
tons. The brass buttons were made of 
open work at the back of which was 
placed a piece of red lining.”’

**Yes; after the craze for small buttons. 
The fruit buttons were made in designs 
of gooseberries, currants, raspberries, 
blackberries and grapes. Masses of little 
red currants used to fillin the frontofa 
lady’s dress, and great blackberries worn 
on silk attire used to half tempt the un- 
wary into taking a bite of the luscious 
fruit. Solid jet balls, too, were used at 
this time and formed a trimming for 
dresses not unlike the jet used nowadays. 
Those now worn are selected with great 
care. Thecolor of them must harmonize 
with those of the dress, and the style 
must be fashioned according to thestyle 
of the goods used and of the toilet fol- 
lowed, Street suits made up of rough 
goods are now adorned with buttons of 
‘@normous size, mostly in bronze and dec- 
orated with various designs. Some of 
them are medallion heads, some in land- 
scapes, ‘Some in’ wheat sheaves. Others 
aré made of shell and are many colored 
others are imitations of 
cameos and others are of curious imita- 
tion of goldandsilver. The old fashioned ~ 
button moulds have been revived in cro- 
chet buttons and will be seen during’ thé 
coming season on black cloth and silk 

oods.”’ 
¥’ In the ball rooms during the coming 
season’some of the buttons worn by the 
wealthierladies of New York will bewoarth 
fortunes. For years jeweled buttons. have 
been worn by the Princesses and leading 
ladies in European countries. On rare 
ocedsions some very expensive jeweled 
buttons have been seen in ball rooms 
here. They have been studded with jew- 
els and have presented a very brilliant 
appearance. ‘This season they will be 
seen more than ever. A Uni6n Square 
jeweler. talking “about these jewellied 
buttons, said to-day that he often has to 
makethem, and the orders now cone in 
more than they used to do:» He added: 
“‘Of course it is no use saying what these 
buttons cost because any amount of 
money can be expended in them from $10 
each upward. Ihave made some beauti- 
ful buttons at various times. One very 
pretty button was made of a carbuncle 
surrounded withsmalldiamonds. I made 
twenty for a very handsome brunette. 
She will wear them at some of the big re- 
ceptions this winter, and I tell you the 
effect will be simply grand. They cost 
$25 each—$500 for buttons. Another 
handsome button was made of four 
pearls set like adiamond with a small 
brilliant in the centre. These were for a 
blonde. Occasionally I have had to make 
diamond buttons. Shese are only made 
up for some special occasion. Some 
ladies have a number of unset stones and 
when they want to wear them they will 
have them set in some fancy style. The 
next time they use them they will have 
them set differently. Other buttons I 
have made of opals, garnets, rubies and 
almost eve cy precious stone.”’ 

The Italians are now making some very 
beautiful buttons and sending them tothis 
country. These buttons are made by 


~ hand in Venice and are very pretty. Some 


of them are made of shell. This shellisa 
shrimp pink in color and is a piece cut 
out of the inside of a large shell called 
the King Shell. The coloring is perfectly 
natural and the shading is lovely. These 
are cut into various shapes, the most pop- 
ular being square; round and octagonal, 
The buttons are worth $2.50 each. An- 
other pretty style is made of gold stone in 
th@centre of which is a very fine piece of 
mosaic representing the Lion of St. Mark 
of Venice. It is beautifully made and 
sells for $18a dozen. Corals are used as 
buttons. They are made round and some- 
times beautifully carved. They are 
worth $5 each. Cameo buttons are also 
madein Venice. Thework onthemis very 
fine and they are very expensive. Other 
buttons are made of lavafrom Mt. Vesu- 
vius. They are made in all kinds of de- 
sign and are very pretty. The most 
popular style is the cameo. These but- 
tons are worth $30 a dozen. Buttons of 
filagree silver work are also made and 
will be worn oécasionally. They are very 
delicate and soon break so that they are 
not likely to become very popular.

The Centennial celebration of 
Washington’s inauguration will oc- 
cur on the 30th of next April and 
will be a great event. Chauncey 
M. Depew has consented to deliver 
the oration on the occasion of 
Washington’s inauguration, April 
30 next, Dr. Storrs will offer prayer, 
Whittier will read a poem, and 
Archbishop Corrigan pronounce 
the benediction. The President 
will come over the route taken by 
Washington, arriving by boat from 
Elizabethtown, N. J., and will 
speak. Foreign dignitaries: and 
American notables will take part. 
There will be a grand parade, and a 

‘special religious service will be 
held at St. Paul’s Church, which 
General Washington used to at- 
tend, at 9 a.m., Bishop Potter and 
_ Rev. Morgan Dix officiating. It is 
suggeste1 that thanksgiving ser- 
vices be held in the churches 
throughout the State and nation 
at the same hour.

THE WORK AND CHARACTERISTICS 


OF TWO BIG NEW YORKERS.. 


‘Binkely fiait’s Pen. Pictire of Erastus 
‘Wiman—Influence of the Canadian in 
His Native Land—Commercial Union 
with Canada and the Outlook for It 
Comedian Wilson and His Fat Sal- 
ary—Why He Prefers To “Star’’ It. 


( Copyright 1888.) 

In a flying trip through New York Sun- 
day I ran across two rather eminent men 
in the Grand Central railroad station,and 
both of their names begin with W. One 
was Erastus Wiman,the Canadian, and 
the other Francis Wilson, the comedian. 
Wilson had come on from Boston to see 
his family, and Wiman had just come in 
from the West. 

The Canadian is a powerfully built, 
erect, bright-eyed man of perhaps forty- 
five years, with a clear-cut profile and a 
manner that is quick, alert and vigorous. 
He is one of-the best talkers among the 
public men of New York, inasmuch as 
his conversation is what newspaper men 
call ‘‘meaty.’’? He seems to be loaded to 
the guards with facts, and he shoots them 
off with rocket-like force one after 
another as hetalks. Speaking of politics 
he said: 

“Why is it that the Canadian vote 
attracts so little attention? ‘There are 
12,000 ballots cast by Canadians in Min- 
nesota, and they have it in their power to 
elect a President under certain contin- 
Yet, nobody ever thinks of try- 
ing toinflaence this power. Altogether 
there are a million Canadians in the 
United States, and lam glad to see that 
they are beginning to appear on the 
surface. Personally,’”’ he added with a 
smile, “‘I am doing all I can to bring them 
into prominence.”’ 

. Mr. ‘Wiman’s position in the United 
States is. somewhat unique. Without 
occupying any official station or becom- 
ing a citizen, he is one of the best known 
wnen in the land. Frank Thurber, the 
head of perhaps.the greatest grocery 
establishment in the world, said in a 
speech not long since: “‘The best adver- 
tised individuals in North Americato-day 
are Sara Bernhardt and Erastus Wiman.”’ 
Wiman is constantly catching the public 
¢ye as a successful business man and an 
earnest promoter of large enterprises, and 
above all by his indefatigable effortsin try- 
ing to bring together the interests of.his 


. native land and those ofthe country of 


his adoption. Exactly where Mr. Wiman 
expects to get his reward for his continu- 
ous and expensive labors toward the 
accomplishment of the commercial union, 
it is difficult to see. The number of 
books, pamphlets and addresses he has 
printed would swamp an ordinary mil- 
lionaire, but he goes on with his work 
with undeviating earnestness. In travel- 
ing in Canada I found that his influence 
is second only to that of Sir John Mac- 
donald and Sir Richard Cartwright. 
Probably a large share of Mr. Wiman’s 


' power in his native place is due to the 


fact that though he has lived in the 
United States for more thana quarter of a 
century,he has never parted with his Cana- 
dian nationality. I asked him about it 
once and he said that hedid not take up 
Ameri an citizenship because he felt that 
the day would come when his loyalty to 
his native land would enable him to 
serve both countries. Theadvance which 
has been made in the commercial union 
agitation within the past few months is 
very great, Gaspite the set-back which it 
received. from President Cleveland’s 
retaliation message. Wiman looks upon 
itas a possibility within five years, but 
this view is not generally shared by Ca- 
nadian statesmen. 

The other W—actor Wilson—is the man 
who received the remarkable salary of 
thirty thousand dollars a year from the 
Casino for playing comedy parts. It is 
the largest salary received by any actor 
in the world, though I think some of the 
stars of the profession make more money. 
Despite his great suécess and the money 
he is making, Wilson has decided to 
leave the Casino and become a star. 
**What’s the good,”’ he said, ‘‘of having a 
wife and family in New York if you have 
to be introduced to your own children 
every time you go to town?’ Like most 
men in this world I am fond of the best, 
and New York about realizes that condi- 
tion. . My family and all my interests are 
there. I havé amffle means and a large 
acquaintance imthe town, and yet here I 
am obliged té start out in September and 
remain away from people I love six or 
seven Bina I prefer to be my own 
master,and on that account I am going 
to.start off for myself.on the Ist of May. 
If I succeed, well and good. If I fail, I 
~have the glorious satisfaction of knowing 
that I can pay. . Don’t fancy that Iam 
filled up with discontent, misery and woe 
—not a bit of it. I will stand upand take | 
all that comes to me, good, bad’and indif- 
ferent, and smile like a delirious Mug- 
wump. Mineis not a disjointed or dis- 
appointed career.. I have much to be 
gleeful over, and Lhaven’t lost or gained 
a respiration over the many professional 
troubles the papers have talked so much 
abdut. “Things might have been more 
pleasant to me, but all is fair in love and 
I have’a capital 
company selected, including Jansen, and 
Iam going to run in opposition to the 
Casino and McCaull. The principal opera 
will be the ‘Oolah,’ but I have also a very 
merry little opera called ‘The Singer and 
His Sorg.’ - When I wasitt Paris I made 
an adaptation of an opera which I believe 
is funnier than either of the above named, 
and John Paul Bocock has done the lyrics 
for it. It is yet unnamed. The ‘Oolah’ 
will, of céurs@, be the opening work, 
because it is the best advertised. I have 
altogether six operas in good condition, 
and Iam going to put one on right after 
the other so as not to weary the people by 
trying to run a piece the whole season. 
If New York will only take kindly to my 
efforts to give it fun, clean, wholesome 
and uproarious, and music of a bright 


| and whistlish nature, then I am its oyster 


for life.” BLAKELY HALL.
